Before You Get It 


I'VE BEEN 
following Arkansas 


legislatures since 1U1M und this 


without doubt Is the most foulcd-up 
session in history. 


The session ends Thursday, leav- 


ing only two wurikng days from the 
time I write this — and the basic 
taxation and appropriation bills re 
main undone. 


At first glance you might blame 


the legislators for inattention and 
laxness. Apparently they've fooled 
awuy most of the 60-day meeting 
without accomplishing what thcj 
were sent to Litl|c Hock to do. But 
circumstances handed them a rougl 
deal. 


There is creeping into our slate 


govnrnmcnl the same misrepresent- 
atlon and ocomonic paralysis that t»c marine clem 
has run up an astronomical debt from Hongchon. 
for the federal outfit and resulted 
Jn confiscatory federal taxes. The 
governmental disease I am talking 
about is the practice of delegating 
authority to bureaus and depart- 
ments — and permitting the bu- 
reaus and departments to set their 
own budgets, and then letting the 
congress or legislature sweat it out 
with the problem how to raise the 
tax money that non-representative 
government has already anticipat- 
ed. 


This is not democracy — it is dic- 


tatorship. The threat of it has been 
in Washington ever since depression 
days — and now the threat has 
come to Arkansas, in days of plen- 
ty. 


The stalehousc school crowd knew 


a couple of years ago that ft*cy 
were spending surplus funds — not 
actual annual taxes. But instead of 
retrenching they increased their 
budget. And when it appeared they 
weren't likely to raise the ncec 
ssary money through the normal 
legal channels 
of representative 


government 
they 
hatched 
up 


Amendment No. 41 in the gcnOral 
election last November. It was an. 
audacious and dictatorial grab — 
and the people, thoroughly alarmed, 
slapped it down. 


But the problem thai went over 


into the 1951 General Assembly re- 
mained nearly insoluble — for the 
normal approach to the public-ser- 
vice and money problems of a 
democratic state hacl been ruined. 


Whatever comes out of the legis- 


lative session now — with only two 
days to go — is bound to be bad. 


,.:But.l don'.t blame 'the 'legislators 


in particular. The blame rests with 
the whole citizenry of Arkansas. We 
let things drift — as we usually do— 
until the stark crisis presented by 
Amendment No. 41 shook us out of:
